Born  in  Midland,  Michigan,  en  April  11,  1907,  Mr.  J.  Kenneth  Thornley 
was  enrolled  in  high  school  at  Shelburne,  Ontario.  He  attended  Queen's  Univer- 
sity in  1925.  Going  on  to  higher  education,  Mr.  Thornley  later  received  a  Bach- 
elor of  Arts  degree  from  Michigan  State  Normal  College  (now  called  Eastern 
Michigan  College)  in  1929.  Later,  he  earned  his  Master  of  Science  degree  from 
the  University  of  Michigan. 

For  two  years,  Mr.  Thornley  was  employed  at  rural  schools  in  northern  On- 
tario. In  1929,  he  came  to  Muskegon  Heights  where  he  has  taught  Junior  High 
School  science,  and  Senior  High  School  mathematics,  chemistry,  and  physics. 
Besides  teaching  his  everyday  classes,  he  has  been  the  technical  advisor  for 
the  All-school  Plays  given  by  Heights  students  and  has  also  been  the  Director  of 
Adult  Education  for  twelve  years. 

To  show  our  appreciation  for  his  service  to  the  Muskegon  Heights  Schools 
and  for  the  contributions  he  has  made  to  our  own  school  and  community,  we, 
the  Graduating  Class  of  Nineteen  Hundred-fifty  nine  dedicate  The  Oaks  for 
1959  to  Mr.  Thornley.
